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I wish to present to you the following problem as it confronts the Albany Health Department today. 


As of December 15, 1950 the position of Deputy Health Officer held by Donald Z. McBain since August 
1949 was abolished by the Albany City Council upon the request of our health officer Dr. Stallone, Jr. It was 
a KNOWN FACT TO ME that Donald McBain, who had been originally appointed by Dr. Robert T. Mac- 
Mahon DID NOT HAVE THE PROPER QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE ABOVE MENTIONED POSITION. 
My many requests to have him removed from his job and replaced with a full fleged “‘registered" sanitarian, 
to give the citizens of Albany their money's worth in services rendered, WERE CONSTANTLY BLOCKED 
PY THE OTHER MEMBERS OF THE ALBANY CITY COUNCIL. Since the beginning of December of 
1950 the City of Albany has had no sanitary services. 


In a SURPRISE MOVE made by Councilman Raytnond Cleary, the Albany City Council OVER MY 
PROTESTS appointed on January 3, 1951, Mr. Jack O'Leary to the IMPORTANT position as sanitarian 
to inspect restavrants, etc. Here again is another appointee WITHOUT thé proper qualifications, Furthermore, 
this appointment of Jack O'Leary by the Albany City Council was made WITHOUT the CONSENT or KNOW- 
LEGE of Dr. Stallone, the health officer or Mr, Carter, the city engineer, under whose jtirisdiction Mr. O'Leary 
is presently working. IT WAS DONE IN ORDER TO FIND ANOTHER “SOFT” JOB FOR MR. JACK 
O'LEARY because our city engineer, Mr. Carter had informed Councilman Blank and myself during the month 
of November “that by the end of December he would suggest to the Council TO ABOLISH THE POSITION 
THAT MR. JACK O'LEARY WAS HOLDING PRESENTLY and which pays $320 per month, BECAUSE 
THERE WAS VERY LITTLE WORK FOR O'LEARY TO DO and Mr, Carter wanted to save the citizens 
of Albany money, 


In the meantime Dr. Stallone appealed to the Alameda County Health Department for assistance and on 
January 8, 1951, wrote a letter addressed to the Albany City Council, where in he VETOED the appointment 
of Jack O'Leary for the job as sahitarian, At the sdme time he stated, ‘there is a good possibility of Albany 
getting a registered sanitary officer from the Alameda County Health Department at a ‘nominal fee” pending 
approval and cooperation of the Albany City Council. EVEN THOUGH MAYOR GRAEBER PERSONAL- 
LY RECEIVED THAT LETTER PRIOR TO THE COUNCIL MEETING OF JANUARY 8, 1951, he and 
Councilman Cleaty decided to “SQUASH IT” for the time being and NOT have it read that night in open 
council session, Upon my INSISTENT DEMANDS and after many INSULTING REMARKS made by Mayor 
Graeber and Councilman Cleary toward me, Mayor Graeber DIRECTED THE CITY CLERK, MRS. MYRTLE 
MCLEAN TO GO AND GET THE LETTER AND READ IT. Even ‘though Dr. Stallone’s letter was very 
simple and self-explanatory, Councilman Cleary and Mayor Graeber INSISTED that it was not a clear-cut rec- 
ommendation, and both talked * * and talked * * and demanded THAT NO ACTION BE TAKEN THAT 
NIGHT. However, before a council vote was taken, Dr. Stallone appeared in person and briefly outlined his 
request for a sanitarian. THE COUNCIL THEN FINALLY VOTED “that Dr. Stallone BE AUTHORIZED 
TO PROCEED AS HE SEE FIT IN FILLING THE POSITION OF A REGISTERED SANITARIAN, AND 
MAKE HIS RECOMMENDATION TO THE COUNCIL.” (Quote from Council Minutes. 


Having this authority to proceed, Dr. Stallone made final arrangements with Alameda County Health De- 
partment and due to the urgency involved—Albany is WITHOUT the services of a sanitation for almost two 
months now—requested a spécial council meeting to be held on Tuesday, January 16, 1951. 


The meeting was called by the Mayor and attended by ALL council-members. BUT WHEN THE ACTUAL 
ROLL CALL TOOK PLACE, COUNCILMAN CLEARY HAD VANISHED AND WAS NOT PRESENT, 
Dr, Stallone was present and presented a letter requesting that the Albany City Council pass a resolution request- 
ing that the Alameda County Board of Supervisors enter into a contract with the City of Albany providing 
complete sanitary services for the City of Albany for the sum of ($50) fifty dollars per month. A bitter debate 
started. Councilman Longaker fought and attacked the proposed resolution and said that ‘REGARDLESS OB 
COST the City of Albany SHOULD HAVE ITS OWN SANITARIAN,” furthermore he found it very “UN- 
FAIR” that such an important vote should be taken by the Council WITHOUT all the members being pres- 
nt.” When I pointed out that Councilman Cleary had been with us all along but had VANISHED when we 
entered the Council chamber, the Mayor and Longaker exploded and BOTH verbally lashed out at te. When 
the actual vote was taken, it was Councilman Blank and I in favor of the contract and Councilman Graeber and 
Longacker AGAINST it. CLEARY, AS VICE-CHAIRMAN OF THE HEALTH COMMITTEE DELIBER- 
ATELY ABSENTED HIMSELF FROM THE MEETING, thereby creating a delay in action. 


NOW THEN 


SHOULD WE ENTER INTO A CONTRACT WITH ALAMEDA COUNTY TO HAVE THEM 
PERFORM SANITARY SERVICES IN ALBANY AT THE SMALL COST OF $50 per MONTH and thus 
be assured of the FINEST services available as attested by East Bay ¢ities such as San Leandro, Hayward, 
Piedmont, Emeryville, Livermore, who have stich a contfact with Alameda County, AND SECONDLY AT A 
MONTHLY SAVING OF $250.—(Remember we paid our own sanitarian Donald McBain $300 per month), 


SHOULD WE FOLLOW Councilman Longaker’s proposal “THAT IRRESPECTIVE OF COST, THE 
CITY OF ALBANY SHOULD HAVE ITS OWN SANITARIAN|” 


That, citizens of Albany is the big problem now confronting the Albany City Council.

Catherine earned most of her tui- | 
tion for her bachelor's degree and 
all of her tuition for her master’s | 
degree by reading and correcting | 
short ‘stories for a creative writing 
professor at the University of Wash- 
ington. She also did some ghost 
writing for radio, and several of her 
radio plays have been presented 
over local stations, The American 
Weekly published her short auto- | 
biography, ‘‘Thanks, Mother,’’ and 
Catherine also wrote the first and | 
last chapters, of a four-part radio 
play, ‘‘The Legend of the Seafair,’’ 
broadcast last August over Seat- 
tle’s four major stations in connec- 
tio with the city’s Seafair cele- 
bration.
